Road Commissioner Henry Roper 
received on Monday sn certified copy 
of the road division of the high­ 
ways in Palatine township between 
the state, county 
and 
township. 
From an approximate total of 
70 
m iles a few years ago, our 
load 
commissioner finds that he now has 
little more than 25 miles for which 
he is responsible. This means that 
he will be able to give to that twen- 
y-five m iles care and attention that 
as impossible under the former 
Mr. Roper is rather proud of 
is Toaite and it will he his purpose 
to make his highways the equal or 
better than the highways that are 
maintained by the county. 
Future road extensions are pro­ 
vided for in the new’ plans. Among 
two highways that are taken over

Ost. 
He thought he was being 
called upon the carpet when the 
village board members 
began 
to 
question him in reference to condi­ 
tions in the fire department. It was 
not long, however, before he real­ 
ized that there was a surprise in 
store for him and 
when 
Mayor 
Dollinger handed to him the little 
token bf appreciation, Will hardly 
knew what to say. For once words 
failed to express his appreciation. 
Mr. Ost has served the commun­ 
ity in many capacities during his 
life, but the fire department has 
always been dear to him. Will still 
calls himself a young 
man, 
and 
when one realizes that he has been 
a member of the fire department 
over 30 years, the conclusion is that 
Mr. Ost must have joined that or­ 
ganization the very minute his age 
allowed. 
Will says that it was a proud 
day for him the first time he had

The next big fire in 
the days of the hand pump, was the 
Meyer hotel, upon the present site 
of the Otto Mess residence.

There were a dozen or more huge 
wooden cisterns about the 
town. 
The last of these to be filled in was 
at the Schoppe Bros, corner.

did not pass out of existence until 
the pavement was laid.

be found at the Dr. Wilson and 
Danielsen corners.

ESSAY MEDAL 


Lois Kossack, sophomore, is win­ 
ner of the Lincoln Essay AwTard this 
year. 
She receives for her splen­ 
did work an attractive medal off­ 
ered by the Illinois Watch Company' 
of Springfield through 
the 
local 
dealers, Peter and Gorsuch. 
Writing an essay on the life of 
the great emancipator was an ass­ 
ignment in Miss Lindsey’s sopho­ 
more English classes. Miss Kos- 
sacks essay was chosen from more 
than thirty. 
Kasimira Potirola is given hon­ 
orable mention for her contribu­ 
tion on the same theme. 
The prize essay follows: 
ABRAHAM LINCOLN 
Our Country has had many great 
men and two of the greatest were 
George 
Washington, the found­ 
er, and Abraham Lincoln, the de­ 
fender. 
Abraham Lincoln was born 
in 
Hardin county, Kentucky, February 
12, 1809, in a crude log cabin. A 
marble structure has been built ov­ 
er this cabin to preserve it. Every 
year it is visited by thousands of 
tourists. 
Lincoln’s ancestry has been trac­ 
ed back to Samuel Lincoln of Nor­ 
wich, England, who emigrated to 
America and settled in Hingham, 
Massachusetts, in 1638. 
Lincoln had very little schooling. 
Because of the many hardships he 
had 
to 
overcome, 
he 
attended 
school less than one year. His moth­ 
er 
encouraged 
his 
studies 
and 
taught him to tell the truth under 
all circumstances. 
In 1817 the Lincoln family, with 
several other families, moved to 
Indiana. The following year Linc­ 
oln’s mother died. In 1819 Thomas 
Lincoln, Abraham’s father, mar­ 
ried 
Sarah Johnston, 
a 
widow 
with three children. 
She was in­ 
terested in Lincoln’s studies and 
helped him all that she could. He 
loved her dearly and reverenced 
her memory. 
, 
At the age of nineteen, Lincoln 
made his first trip to New Orleans 
on a flat boat. It was in New Or­ 
leans that he was first impressed 
by the cruelty of slavery. Ile vow­ 
ed then that if the opportunity 
came to strike this system 
he 
would “strike hard”. 
In the spring of 1830 the Lincoln 
family moved to Illinois. After he 
had helped to build the new cabin, 
Lincoln set out in the world for 
himself. He was of athletic build 
and very tall. He had a kind face 
and everyone loved him. His stand-! 
ing in the community won for him 
the title of “Honest Abe”. 
He became clerk in a store, but 
soon Indian disturbances started 
the Blackhawk war. Lincoln volun­ 
teered and was elected captain of 
his company. There was no fighting 
in his district and the wai soon 
ended. 
In May 1833, he was appointed 
postmaster at New Salem and he 
held this position for three years. 
He is said to have carried the post­ 
office in his hat. 
While living in New Salem, he 
fell 
in love with his landlord’s 
daughter, Ann Rutledge. They were 
betrothed in 1835, but she died of 
brain fever in August of the same 
year. Lincoln never forgot her, but 
years later he married Mary Todd. 
In 1834 he was elected to the leg­ 
islature and was re-elected in 1836. 
He became a licensed attorney in 
1842. He was elected to Congress in 
1846, and for two years after leav-i 
ing Congress was not popular. In I 
1849 he became a candidate for tho | 
United States Senate, but General 
Shields was elected. He was again! 
nominated as a candidate for the: 
United States Senate in 1858, in ! 
opposition to Douglas. This led up! 
to the many famous Lincoln-Doug- 
las debates, but Douglas was elect­ 
ed. 
On May 16, 1X60, Lincoln was' 
nominated for the presidency at I 
the Republican National Convell-! 
lion which was held at Chicago,! 
Illinois. Lincoln was elected and he 
proved to be a very capable pres-{ 
ident. Among the policies that lie 
tried to carry out was the ideq that 


“A house divided against itself can­ 
not stand”, meaning that the north 
and soutlv could not prosper as en­ 
emies. In November, 1864, he wras 
re-elected and in March, 1865 he 
was inaugurated for his second 
term. 
The first man to approach Linc­ 
oln to write his life story was Mr. 
Scripps, of the Chicago Tribune. 
“Why Scripps”, said Lincoln, “it 
is a piece of folly to attempt to 
make anything out of me or my 
early life.” It can all be condensed 
in a simple sentence you will find 
in Greys Elegy,—‘The Short and 
Simple Annals of the Poor.” 
Lincoln safely guided his country 
through 
the 
Civil 
War. 
On 
April 9, 1865, General Lee and his 
forces surrendered. On receipt of 
the news of the surrender of Lee, 
the President met his cabinet, and 
was, for a time, unable to give 
utterance to his feelings. Then it 
is said, at his 
request, “they all 
dropped on their knees and offer­ 
ed in tears and silence their hum­ 
ble and hearty thanks to God.” 
Five days after Lee’s surrender, 
April 14, 1865, Lincoln was shot by 
John Wilkes Booth. Lincoln and 
his wife were attending a play at 
Ford’s theatre in Washington, lh C. 
when the murderer ran out on the 
stage, fired the fatal shot, and es­ 
caped. Lincoln was carried to the 
house across the street from the 
theatre to be cared for, where he 
died the following morning. John 
Wilkes Booth, the murderer, was 
captured 
twelve days later. 
When New York received the 
message that its beloved president 
had been shot, James A. Garfield 
said to a throng of people who had 
gathered, “Clouds and darkness are 
round about him; righteousness and 
judgment are the habitation of his 
throne. Fellow citizens, God reigns, 
and the government at Washington 
still lives.” 
Springfield, 
Illinois, had 
been 
Lincoln’s hoine before he had gone 
to Washington D. C. and as the 
train carried his body back to his 
old home, it was met by mourning 
crowds at every station. He was 
buried at Springed, where a beau­ 
tiful monument has been erected to 
his memory. 
Lincoln is not dead in the hearts 
of his countrymen. He lives on and 
will continue to do so as long as 
oui* lotion exists.
